Athlone Guardians, at 
their meeting on Saturday, refused a war 
bonus to the relfeving and sanitary sub-officers, 
alleging they were better circumstanced than 
many of the farmer ratepayers, who had to sell 
their potatoes to pay excessive rates. 

Portadown Co-operative Society-—-At the 
quarterly meeting of this Society it was re- 
ported that\there was an increase of £M6 in 
the share capital as compared with the ocor- 
responding quarter of last year, and an increase 
of £942 in the net sales.

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Bad News from Ramania. 


The situation in Rumania has changed 
greatly for the worse over the week-end. 
On Saturday the outlook was serious, but 
appeared by no means desperate. The 
Rumanian defence held firm in the 
mountains on the northern frontier of 
Wallachia. The left wing, pivoting on 
that defence, had swung back in good 
order from western extremity of the 
country. It remained intact, and had at 
its disposal as an admirable defensive 
line the course of the Alt, traversing 
Wallachia, some thirty miles east of 
Craiova, between the mountains and the 
Danube. The Wallachian tributaries of 
the Danube are at this season of the year 
usually in flood, and the prospects for the 
maintenance of the line of the Alt seemed 
to be good. security of this line was 
threatened by the action of Marshal von

has this supremely difficult operation been 
, under his personal direc- 
tion, but his forces. have subsequently 
been able to deploy on a broad front on 
the left bank of the river, and have ad- 
vanced as far as Alexandria, some thirty 
miles north of it. This passage of the 
Danube, and advance from it, have turned 
the line of the Alt. In consequence 
General von Falkenhayn’'s forces have been 
able to cross that river from west to east 
on the southern part of its course. His 
cavalry are operating in the Wallachian 
plain east of the Alt, and have established 
contact with Marshal von Mackensen’s 
forces advancing northwards from the 
Danube. | 
At Alexandria the enemy are not much 
more than fifty miles distant from Buk- 
harest. They have not only dislodged the 
Rumanians from their most favourable de- 
fensive line, that of the Alt: the point 
where Marshal von Mackensen has crossec. 
the Danube is far enough east 
to turn the line of all the tributarirs 
which discharge into the Danube between 
the Alt and the meridian of Bukharvst. 
Strategically, therefore, the prospects of 
a .successful Rumanian resistance to an 
attack which now converges from three 


favourable. It is impossible, however, to | 
escape the conclusion that there is present 
in these operations an element which 
transcends any consideration of the pure 
strategics of the situation. The enemy 
have not wontheir victories in Rumania 
by virtue of any superiority in moral. 
Their forces are heterogenecous—German, 
Austrian, Bulgarian—and therefore lack- 
ing the cohesion of the Rumanian | 
forces. It is equally certain’ that. 
the enemy have not won their victories | 
by virtue of any superiority in numbers. 
The numerical aggregate of all the forces 
engaging her is probably less than that of 
Rumania herself when she is (fully 
mobilised. The Rumanians, moreover, 
have been strongly supported by Russian | 


troops, which have taken over from her | 
the whole defence of Moldavia; and | 
French military writers have drawn from | 
these facts the conclusion that she was 
forming from her reserves a mass of 
mancuvre whose action might yet trans- 
form the situation. If this belief were 
well founded, that factor would certainly 
have been introduced before the situation | 
was permitted to reach its present ex- | 
tremity. There remains only one tenable 
theory—namely, that the enemy's suc- | 
cesses have been due to an ovérwhelming | 
superiority in material. That they were 
very much better provided than the 
Rumanians with heavy guns we know. 
Such an advantage, however, would be 
largely offset in an operation like the 
crossing of the Danube where the natural | 
resourcé@@.of the defence were so great. | 
We are driven, by the Rumanians’ com- 
plete failure to defend the passage, to | 
the conclusion that their defeats are due 
not merely to superiority of material on 
the enemy s side, but also to a failure, 
to an extent approaching exhaustion, in 
the supply of munitions on their own; 
side. 

The situation in Rumania to-day, in 
short, appears to resemble the situation in 
Russia last year, when the Russians, 
besides being grossly inferior to the enemy 
in mere gun-power, had not one shell, or 
even one bullet, to fire to the Germans’ 
ten. The campaign very early assumed a 
character radically different from the ! 
Rumanians’ arfiticipations, and it is pos- | 
sible that they were compelled to deplete 
the reserves in their arsenals very much | 
more deeply than seemed probable at the | 
outset, and. to look to. Russia to make | 
good the deficiency. It may “be co: | 
incidence, or it may be more, that the | 
reverses in Wallachia have been. followed, i 
as the reverses in Poland were followed . 
last year, by a Russian Ministerial crisis, | 
M. Sturmer, the late Russian Premier, | 
was recently accused by Professor | 
Miliukoff, the leader of the Constitutional | 
Democrats in the ‘Duma, of attempting, | 
with the pro-German Court clique, to nego- 
tiate a separate peace with the enemy, | 
and of deliberately “crabbing ’’ the Army 
through the disorganisation of the rail- 
ways for supplies of munitions. Pro- 
fessor Miliukoff ‘was threatened with pro- 
secution, but was defended by the War 
Minister; and M. Sturmer has now 
resigned. If, fer whatever reason, 
Rumania’s supply of munitions has failed, 
we can only hope to see the situation re- 
stored, as it was restored in Russia last 
year, by the coming of winter. It is, no 
doubt, the Rumanian reverses which have 
encouraged the Royalist party in Greece 
to refuse the Allies’ demand for the sur- 
render of the Greek Army's surplus arms 
and ammunition. Those reverses make 
it. the more necessary to discipline the 
Royalists with a strong hand. Admiral 
du. Fournet has given the King’s Govern- 
ment to the end of the week to comply 
with the demand, but forcible action must 
be taken earlier if his partisans’ prepara- 
tions for resistance and their persecution 
of the Venezelists continue. The Allies 
must support their friends in* Greece; 
and the National Government of M. 
Venezelos has rendered the final pledge of 
friendship by declaring war upon Bul- 
garia and Germany. 


New Ships. 
The French Chamber has betm  dis- 


For all the Allies 
the question of the rapid construc- 
tion of new ships is especially urgent 
in view of the destruction which has been 
done recently by German submarines. Tho. 
sinking of two British. hospital ships last 
week is evidence of the most impressive 
kind that the enemy are determined to 
neglect no opportunity of wounding the 
Allies in the vital matter of sea transport. 
Captain Persius, the German naval critic, 
wrote gleefully a few days ago with regard 
to the damage which has been done to our 
sea communications in the course of the 
new submarine campaign.

The situation in Rumania is, undoubt- 
edly, serious, but it will not do to abandon 
hope. Black as the immediate outlook is, 
everything may be changed in the course 
of a few hours if the efforts of the Allies 
are Successful. M. Marcel Hutin, the French 
journalist, states to-day that “ Bukharest 
and its entrenched camp are not in danger 
for the moment, and the situation evi- 
dently may be modified if the Russian 
effort, on which we can count absolutely 
without having to state why, should take 
place with all the vigour that will be the 
case.’ This faith in Russia is the one 
bright spot in a most unpromising out- 
ook. 

¥ is probable that Parliament will con- 
tinke its sittings until nearly Christmas, 
and not rise, as expected, early next 
month. Before the House of Commons 
adjourns the Government, will have to get 
another big vote of credit to carfy on the 
war until well in the new year. The Pen- 
sions Bill is to be considered in Committee 
to-morrow, and the Order Paper contains 
no fewer than ten pages of amendments. 
The business for the remainder of the 
week has not yet been fixed, but it will be 
given to-morrow. It is expected that the 
name of the new Food Controller will be 
announced by the Prime Minister. 

Pending the appointment of the Food 
Controller, Mr. area spe seems to be 
carrying out some of his functions with 
commendable zeal. Already his straight 
talk to the hotel managers has resulted in 
the dropping of some of the extravagant 
Christmas functions that had been 
arranged. Now I learn that he has bee 
equally downright with the manufacturers 
of confectionery, and has insisted that in 
future they shall confine themselves to 
making sweets that can be retailed at not 
more than half-a-crown a pound. I am 
inclined to think, however, that he will 


have to adopt even more drastic methods if 


he wishes to put an end to. the waste that 
goes on in this direction. 

Mr. George Lambert will ask the Prime 
Minister to-morrow whether, having re- 
gard to the anxiety felt for the safety of 
pur transport and food services, he will 
assure the House, by secret session or other- 
wise, that the hostile submarine menace is 
well in hand.

The Dowager Grand Duchess of Mecklen- 
burg-Strelitz, the doyenne of the British 
Royal Family, must have had her last days 
embittered by the war, for she was a 
strong Englishwoman in feeling and sym- 
pathy. She was a sister of the late Duke 
of Cambridge and the late Duchess of 
Teck, and was thus an aunt to the Queen. 
Not only was she the oldest member of our 
Royal Family, but she was the oldest 
Royalty in Europe. Until a few years 
ago she always came to London for the 
season, living in a quaint old Georgian 
house near Buckingham Palace. She was 
married as long ago as 1843. 

A quaint sight in the Embankment 
Gardens is the rding-up of the statues 
which are henceforth to be interned in the 
new temporary offices now being erected 
there. A different fate awaits the figure of 
Clive on the little grass plot adjaining 
Gwydyr House, in Whitehall. That is to 
be removed® bodily to another site. 
Curiously enough, the Gwydyr House 
garden was the home for some years of 
another wandering statue. This is the 
graceful figure of James JI., attributed 
to Grinling Gibbons, which, after many 
vicissitudes, now stands at the back of the 
Admiralty, not far from the Horse Guards 
Parade. 

Some concern has been expressed in 
business circles at the idea that our ship- 
builders should be allowed to build for 
neutral owners in view of the increasing 
shortage of tonnage. It seems, however, 
that the Board of Trade has had the whole 
question under consideration, and has de- 
cided that these vessels must either be sold 
to British owners or chartered to the 
Government for the duration of the war 
and some months after, at about one-half 
of the market rate. Several steamers are 
being built in Canada for Norway, and the 
Dominion Government has been ap- 
proached for the same treatment, while 
similar steps have been taken with regard 
to some Norwegian ships being built at 
‘Hong Kong. 

By the efforts of Mr. Hughes during his 
stay in England it is understood that the 
Commonwealth Government has been sue- 
cessful in chartering some five hundred 
vessels, mostly belonging tó neutrals, and 
aggregating about one million four hun- 
dred thousand tons, for the shipment of 
Australian wheat to England. It is said 
that over three million tons of old wheat 
is waiting shipment in Australia, but that 
the new crop will not be so good as esti- 
mates indicated. It is unfortunate that 
the crop expectations of North America 
are not promising, because their failure 
makes it necessary to send ships on a 
voyage of twelve thousand miles to Aus- 
tralia instead of three thousand miles to 
Canada. : 

It is good news that greater progress is 
being made with the construction in 
British shipbuilding yards of vessels built 
on the standard principle. Several firms 
have been specialising in this class of 
work for some years, and now other well- 
known builders are taking it up, and, with 
their great facilities, will soon cause a 
great increase in output. Fuel is a diffi- 
cult matter owing to the necessary de- 
mands of our Allies, but steps are bei 
taken to secure adequate supplies for all 
purposes.

LORD NORTHCLIFFE’S NEW

Lord Northcliffe’s book, which is published 
to-day, is the most complete, vivid, and in- 
spiring account of the Empire’s effort in = 
great war which has yet seen the light.

This book, which is dedicated to the author's 
mother, covers every aspect of the war, People 
who do not like Lord Northcliffe, or are jealous 
of him, have complained that he exercises an 
undue influence with the Government oF the

servation and travel in the war zones that have 
yo The charge is 


enied to other civilians. 

poten cov untrue; but, even if it were true, it 
is answered satisfactorily by the result, Lord 
Northcliffe has made splended use of his oppor 
tunities. Until it has read this book, the 
general public will hardly realise, as a whole, 
the country’s record of heroism, of sacrifice, 
end of industry in the great war. The book 
begins with a chapter which describes the 
arrival of a British regiment in France. 
Another chapter describes that Army of organi- 
sation behind the fighting Army, which is not 
less important’ than the Army itself; for Armies 
still move on their stomachs. Separate chapters 
ere devoted to sketches of Sir Douglas Haig, 
General Joffre, and General Cadorna, and we 
get a sympathetic and a rousing description of 
the Australian troops in France. 

Among the most important chapters of this 
book are those which deal with our war doctors 
and the work of the Red Cross Society. We 
all know that the Royal Army Medical Corps 
has done magnificently in the war; but these 
chapters will increase, if that were possible, our 
respect for their skill and heroism. In three 
months of the present year the R.A.M.C. lost 
265 officers and 1,475 men in killed, wounded, 
and missidg. Lord Northcliffe gives a clear 
account, which every reader will be able to 
follow, of the order in which our Medical 
Service arranges its chain of responsibility. 
How many of us realise that the Medical Army 
cf to-day exceeds in numbers the whole British 
military forces overseas before the outbreak of 
war? Readers of the Appeals Column in the 
Irish Times may be a little puzzled sometimes 
by the multiplicity of objects for which their 
help is invoked. Lord Northeliffe’s three 
chapters on the British Red Crosg make the 
‘pamifications of thet great organ of mercy per- 
fectly clear and intelligible. One is amazed by 
the immensity of its effort, the magnitude of 
its services, and the extraordinary efficiency of 
the whole machine. 

There are thrilling chapters on life in the 
sorely tried City of Reims, and one of the 
best chapters in the book is written from 
‘ Before Verdun.”’ Six chapters are devoted to 
the Italian campaign. Our brave Ally owes to 
Lord Northeliffe, more than to any other in- 
dividual, our present full appreciation of its 
peculiar difficulties, of the courage and re- 
source with which they are being overcome, and 
of the stern will to victory which inspires the 
whole people of Italy. There are six chapters 
also on “ Neutral Glimpses.” They describe— 
it was a revelation to most of us at the time— 
the strength of German influence in Spain, and 
they give a touching account of the kindness 
which the Swiss people are levishing on the 
British prisoners of war who have been ex- 
changed from Germany into Switzerland. As 
a Dublin Fusiliers has said in the Jrish Times, 
the change from Limburg to Mirren is hke a 
passage from “ hel] to heaven.” 

This book is not merely descriptive; it differs 
from other war books and war correspondence 
in its constructive character. Lord Northcliffe 
is not merely a competent journalist; he is a 
brilliant man of affairs. He has the capacity 
for getting things done. This book makes 
many valuable suggestions, some of which 
Lord Northeliffe’s energy has brought already 
to fulfilment. He lays earnest stress on the 
importance of organisation and development in 
our Air Service. He was the author of the 
arrangement by which the wives of British 
prisoners exchanged into Switzerland are 
allowed and helped to pay visits to their hus- 
bands. 

In one of his 
mer» the strong desire of many British 
soldi at the front to settle on the land when 
the war isended. “* We see enough in France,” 
said one soldier to him, “ to know that a man 
and his family can manage a bit of land for 
themselves and live well on it.” Steps are now 
being taken in Ireland to gratify this desire of 
discharged Irish soldiers. Such soldiers, after 
their observations of French agriculture, may 
be able to do really useful work as pioneers at 
home, 

We thank Lord Northcliffe for this book, and 
we wish that it could be circulated throughout 
the length and breadth of Ireland. Apathy 
and ignorance are the chief enemies of recruit- 
ine in this country. No reader of Lord North- 
cliffe’s articles can remain apathetic or ignorant 
about the great war. They are a trumpet call 
to National Service. They reveal the grandeur 
and urgency of an opportunity whose loss by 
the present generation of Irishmen will be 
bitterly deplored by the Ireland of the future.

DUBLIN DISPUTE 


TERMS OF AGREEMENT. 


A settlement sitisfactory to both parties was 
reached on Saturday at the resumed conference 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, between repre- 
sentatives of the Master Bakers’ Association and 
the Irish Bakers’ National Amalgamated Union. 
Mr. Mackenzie, K.C., the nominee of tlie Board 
of Trade, presided. 

The following are the terms of settlement :— 

(1) The Master Bakers’ Committee are willing to 
receive depuiations from the Union at all times te 
confer with them on any points" affecting the 
interests of their members. 

(2) In the event of a member of the Union being 
ahbeent through illness or other cause, the Union 
shall use their best endeavours to send any man 
the employer May name as a substitute, provided 
that the work of the house requires a substitute, 
and that the man so absent previously notifies his 
employer that he is a member of the Union. 

(3) Further consideration of day work in place 
of night work is postponed until three months after 
the declaration of peace. 

_ (4) Further consideration of the number of work. 
ing hours per week is postponed to a conference 
between the parties to be held on the 17th January 
1917, under the chairmanship of Mr. Mackenzie. - 

(5) There will be no interference on the part of 
the Union re system of work or the introduction 
of machinery. 

(6) No employés, not members of the Union 
shall be forced to join the Union, or interfered with 
in any way in the discharge of their duties: and 
no man shall be discharged or interfered with on 
account of his being a member of the Union 

(7) When no men are available in Abbey street

THE NEW PARCEL SCHEME. 


On Friday next, Deeember lst, says the British 
Red Cross Society, the new official scheme for 
the co-ordination of relief to British prisoners of 
war comes into operation. After that date it 
, will be possible to send food parcels to prisoners 
only through an authorised packing and dis- 
tributing organisation or regimental care com- 
mittee. As this scheme necessarily involves cer- 
tain changes in the conditions under which 
parcels have hitherto been sent to our men in 
enemy prison camps, it may be useful to state 
briefly the reason for ite adoption and its scope. 
It is am open secret that for a year and a 
half enough food has been going from this 
country to feed a large number of Germans, in 
addition to the prisoners to whom it was ad- 
| dressed. Investigations also disclosed that, 
| while very many prisoners received a dozen or 
| more parcels a week, others received none. 
| Then, too, unskilful packing and insufficient ad- 
| dressing made it Evans Á for thousands of 
ls to be delivered, the food and money 
wasted, and the contents of others were 

so inadegwate to sustain physical well-being that 
of necessity they ‘would have to be supplemented 


from some other . In these : 8 
the War Shice decided that ria ia iona were 
necessary to secure for our 'prisoners an ade- 
quate supply of food. A scheme was framed, 
and ité administration entrusted to the Central 
Prisoners of War Committee of the British Red 
Cross Society and the Order of St. John—two 
institutions whose efficiency and economy of 
administration have been outstanding features 
of the war. y 
WHAT THE SCHEME*WILL DO. 

The Committee will be the authorising and 
controlling body for all parcel-despatching or- 
ganisations, and lists of all bodies authorised by 
it will be displayed in the Post Offices, so that 
individuals may know where to direct their 
gifts for the assistance of prisoners. 

Since the scheme was iret announced, the 
Control Commitige have modified some of its 
details in view of certain criticisms it had 
evoked. There was, at the beginning, a certain

amount of belief that regimental and other 
afsociations, so far as parcel-sending is con- 
cerned, were to be absorbed into, and sub- 
merged in, one great semi-official machine; 
operated by the Central Committee. This is far 
from being the case. For those committees and 
associations who have not facilities to pack for 
themselves, the Central Committee will pack 
and despatch parceis; otherwise they will not 
interfere at all, except that every packing and 
distributing organisation must be authorised by 
them as the controlling authority. Primarily 
each regi tal care committee is to be made 
responsible for the supply of food parcels to the 
imprisoned men of its iekaiona. and such com- 
mittees which are already sending parcels are 
being given preference where they *apply for 
authorisation. They will receive financial aid if 
they need it. County, local, and other organisa- 
tions which already despatch parcels are bein 
given authority to continue doing so, basis 
they undertake to work in conjunetion with the 
regimental care committees, and to meet the 
needs of men or battalions not already provided 
for. By these means regimentgl and local ties 
will be maintained, and much ‘overlapping will 
be prevented., The aim is to send to every 
man in Germany, in addition to some l13lbs. of 
bread. three faod parcels a fortnight, each of a 
gross Weight of l0lbs. when packed, or its 
equivalent, and the Central Committee has ar- 
ranged a series of “standard ” parcels which, 
at a cost of 6s. each, can be obtained and de- 
spatched through its packing department by 
those organisations which receive funds for the 
relief of prisoners, but do not wish to embark 
on the work of packing and distributing them- 
selves. 
KEEPING UP THE INDIVIDUAL TIE. 

Obviously, the best way in which the in- 
dividual can co-operate in the scheme is by sub- 
scribing such sums as would otherwise have 
been spent on personal parcels to the funds of 
an autnorised organisation. But special and ad- 
ditional"means nave also been devised to main- 
tain the home and individual ties. An 
“adopters” bureau has heen at work at the 
offices of the Central Prisoners of War Coni- 
mittee, 4 Thurloe place, London, 8.W., since the 
beginning of this month. To it regimental care 
committees are asked to send the names o 
risoners of their regiments whom they wish to 
ave “ adopted” by private individuals, or by 
other authoriséd organisations. They are in- 
vited to state to what extent (i.c., what amount 
in REL number of parcels) they wish each 
man to “ adopted ;” a complete and detailed 
index of the men’s names and ne is kept by 
the Bureau, and to it relatives, individuals, or 
organisations whoa wish to “adopt” prisoners 
can apply in person or by letter for names. 

It will not be invariably necessary to “ adopt” 
a man io the full extent of the three &s. 
arcels of food, which it is desired to send each 
fortnight. An “adopter” may "pay for on

DISCUSSION IN THE 


CHAMBER. 


Tue Chamber to-day continued the debate on 
the bill increasing the merchant marine, and 
the joint interpellations on the subject. _ 

M. Bouisson “sáid That he associated himeelf 
with tha two speakers of yesterday, who had 
shown that all the nations were endeavouring 
to increase their merchant fleets, while France 
alone did nothing, and that “the bill under 
discussion would of no avail to avert the 
merchant shipping crisis. He did not agree 
with them, however, as regards the remedy 
suggested. In his opinion the Government was 
not responsible for the crisis, which went back 
to a period when the family and patriarchal 
maritime industry was giving place to a great 
international industry. “Neutral countries, 
such as the United States, and also Germany, 
could rapidly launch modern fleets rivalling 
those of Great Britain and France. Great 
Britain had resolutely modified her naval 
materials, and constructed’ new vessels; while 
France confined herself to establishing bounties 
on navigation. The French system did not 
allow shipowners to build cheaply. On account 
of defective working methods, and lack of 

? isataon, the system of bounties and 
subsidies led to bankruptcy of the French 
companies. Their great coffmtries could not 
make the sacrifices which British and Germans 
willingly bore. The latter built great vessels 
for advertising purposes, the result being that 
nearly all freights went to foreign flags. It was 
only the non-subsidised French companies which 
sought their own freights, that were able to 
carry on business. M. Bouisson said he was in 
favour of freedom for shipowners who asked 
for neither bounties nor subsidies, and urged 
State control of subsidised companies. He ap- 

roved of the operation carried out by the 

inister of Commerce in establishing a fleet 
of 190,000 tons. The State, he said, should go 
further, particularly in establishing a free zone 
for shipbuilding yards, and, in addition, or as 
an alternative, in realising from duties the 
materials they required. 


M. NAIL, 


M. Nail, Under Secretary for the Merchant 
Marine Department, replying to previous 
speakers, recognised the unanimous determina- 
tion to ensure to victorious France a powerful 
merchant marine after the war. He an- 
nounced that a Committee had examined the 
question of postal subsidies, and the extension 
of the railways by steamship services, and that 
the Government will introduce a bill calculated 
to satisfy the interpellators. The Superior Coun- 
cil of Commerce had studied the question of. free 
zones, and admit the principle of the system 
which was already in force abroad. The Go- 
vernment would introduce a bill with regard 
to docks and wages. order to increase the 
merchant marine, they must have improved 
ports, more abundant freights, and additional 
ships. M. Nail pointed out that after the war 
exports must increase, and there would be heavy 
freights for the French marine. He was study- 
ing the question of improving the status of the 
Inscrits ‘Waritimes by increasing their wages, 
strengthening their discipline, and by bringing 
the foreign agencies up to date, and controlling 
the transactions of the companies. 


HOW TONNAGE IS AFFECTED. 


M. Nail indicated that French tonnage, which 
amounted to 2,500,000 tons in August, 1914, had 
lost 300,000, but, om” the other hand, since 
August, 1914, 335,000 fresh tonnage had been 
provided. So that they were at almost the same 
figure as at the outbreak of the war, without 
counting 18,000 tons represented by the fleet re- 
quired & the Minister of Commerce. M. Nail 
declared that this last operation would prove to 
be excellent. There were 150,000 tons now ap- 
proaching completior in Franea, and 40,000 tons 
in England on behalf of French owners. 

M. ussenot asked whether these 40,000 tons 
would benefit from passing under the French 


ag. 

M. Nail replied:—‘* Let us allow events to 
speak for themselves.” M. Nail proceeded to 
eulogise the Maritime Transports Committee, 
which, among other things, by the recent de- 
cision of the Allied Powers, secured the assign- 
ment of 60,000 tons df German ships-seized by 
Portugal. The varioys nations of Europe, he 
said, were not constructing on so large a scale 
as was imagined. Thus, Norway was finding 
herself inconvenienced, and Holland was devot- 
ing her energy to the making of munitions. 
America alone was displaymg marvellous 
activity, having 297 ships under construction, re- 
presenting 1,200,000 tons.. As for Germany, out 
of 5,000,000 tons, she had lost 1,450,000, includ- 
ing ships seized in the ports of the Allies. M. 
Nail said he was convinced that there was a 
great deal of bluff in the German reports about 
the thousands of tons supposed to be under con- 
struction in Germany. e showed that the war 
would lead to the United States and the South 
American Republics possessing fleets which 
would be their own. Old merchant marines 
which would suffer most were those of countrics 
without Colonies. Germany, England, and 
France, owing to thei Colonial possessions, 
were certain of regular traffic. He justified the 
Government’s bill. The material indispensable 
for the construction of ships arrived in too small 
quantities, but the Government had made very 
strong representations to Great Britain, and 
Mr. Runciman had declared that he reckoned 


upon being able, at the beginning of 1917, to give 


France and Italy the necessary steel. An re- 
garded labour, exemptions would be asked for 
ia order to restore to shipbuilding yaras skilled 
and indispensable workmen, and the number of 
native and prisoners of war workers would be 
increased. M. Nail continued :—Our shipbujld- 
ing yards have just finished a large nifail 
steamer, The Paris, and three others are about 
to be launched shortly. Seven cargo boats are 
being finished, and, finally, we are constructing 
sea lighters, and are trying to build barges from 
reinforced coment. After the cessation of hosti- 
lities, we should have more shipbuilding yards, 
and the naval arsenals will be placed at the 


disposal of shipowners.

MORAVIAN FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


~~ ->—-——- 


A LAND WITHOUT LAWYERS OR 
POLICEMEN. 

Preaching yesterday at the Moravian Church, 
| Bishop street, Dublin, on behalf of the 
Moravian Foreign Missions, the minister, Rev. 
J. B. Hutton, gave a most interesting account 
of the mission to the Eskimos in Labrador. 
For 145 years past the Moravian Church, he 
said, bad maintained & mission on the coast 
of Labrador, and, as it did not lie on any of 
the main ocean routes, the Chureh had been 
compelled during the whole of that time to 
maintain their own vessel. Every year since 
1770 a voyege to Labrador and back had been 
made by such a vessel. Yet no serious accident 
bad occurred to any of the saips or to anyone 
upon them. At one time the sails of the Har- 
mony were frozen so stiff that they could not 
be furled, and 'on another occasion the ship 
was surrounded by icebergs for fifty-nine days, 
while again she was struck by icebergs a dozen 
times in an hour, but, by the merey of God, 
was saved from going to the bottom. The first 
eight ships were the Jersey, Packet, Amity, 
Good Intent, Harmony, Resolution, Hector, and 
Jemima, but during the past fifty years each 
ship had borne the name of Harmony. Tha 
record of the ships was regarded by many sea~- 
faring men as almos? miraculous, end the 
miracle was so well recognised by Lioyd’s thae 
they always insured the ships on special favour- 
able terms. When the ship arrived at Labra- 
dor her coming was signalised by the lighting 
cf beacons, the firieg of guns, and the hoisting 
ef the Union Jack. Years ago, when prices for 
cil and skins were good, the mission was a 
aying concern, but, although the trade na 
onger paid the mission, it was still esrried on 
for the benefit of the Eskimos, who im return 
for skins, oil, ivory, and other gooda, received 
scissors, knives, ueedles, guns, powder; shot, 
and various other necessaries. The Eskima 
could also obtain supplies from the mission 
when other resources failed, and he was im 
danger of starvation through a bad season. He 
also learnt habits of thrift, though he was 
rather fond of running up a little bill. The 
whole trade was done by barier. On those 
eccasions the most troublesome customers were 
the women, who made critical remarks about 
every article in the shop, discussed them with 
& friend, demanded to see everything, went 
bome to think it over, repeated the process, 
end ended by driving the storekeeper to the 
verge of despair. Through that one ship the 
brethren ministered to all the ical and 
mental wants of the Eskimos. as the game 
worth the candle? At present the mission 
cost £2,000 or £3,000 a year. A hundred and 
forty years ago the Eskimo were robbers, mur- 
derers, the terror of the Northern Sea, and 
sailors hardly dared to land on the coast. 
To-day, wrote Hesketh Pritchard, “ the coast 
of Labrador is the most God-fearing coast that 

have ever visited.” The Eskimo were not 
saints: they were still rather given to sins of 
the flesh, but, aking broadly, they wera 
more honest and more pious than civilised 
people of Europe. They did not murder, steal, 
or tell lies. Im Labrador there were no public- 
houses, betting saloons, no lioemen, no 
lawyers, courts of justice, or prisons, no slum 
tenements, recking with vice and crime. 
Perhaps some day we also shal! learn to obey 
the law of God without being compelled to do’ 
so by force.
